Palliating Crime. 


All are familiar witty the tendency of the present time to at- 


tiibute crime to almost everything but deliberate criminal m- 
te'hl. .When brought before the courts criminals, aided in 
many cases by cunning and unscrupulous counsel, attempt to 
talc'e slielfei behind claims of iuSilfiHy, feeble-mindedness 
driinkenness' or something else to.shidjd.them from the just 
consequences of their acts.

and ciimindls, and it will not do to shut our eyes to the fact 
if {lie laws are to be properly enforced and society adequately 
pfqtected. Sentimentality must give way to the calm recogni- 
tion of plain facts'and criminals must be dealt with in a man- 
ner" to make it-plain that the way of the transgressor is hard. 
Right-minded people are', not calling for undue harshness in 
the treatment of those wtio violate the laws, but they are tiring 
of'the tendency to shield criminals from the consequences of 
tjieir acts by, attributing.those acts to anything but criminal 
design.
